The town is about 
10 miles south of the preiv^rDoundBry between North luid 
South Korea, 

Field dlBpatchcB said red resistance melted. The Americana 
advanced rapidly despite soupy Korean mud., Tha entire - 
U.N. line drew closer to the ■ 
parallel. It appeared the allies 
could cross In force whenever 
they chose. 

On tho central front «a American 
division was reported within two 
miles of North Korea. On the east 
coast South Korean patrols punc- 
tured the Imaginary lino like a sieve, 
crossing and recrossing at will. 

Far east naval headmarters said 
South Korean troops ataged a com- 
mando raid 60 miles north of tha 
parallel Saturday. They landed on 
the Wolsa peninsula and Hlled IDO 
reds while capturing 00. Then they 
withdrew. 

The peninsula is south of the Tse- 
dong estuary wlhch Iead« to Chln- 
nampo, port city for the Worth 
Korean capital of Pyongyang.

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POWERLESS TO REVOLT 
When Hitler Invaded Russia In 1941, ho 
made many mistakes both military and 
political. None weia more senseless than the 
brutal treatment his soldiers dealt to the 
people o[ the broad Ukraine In western Rus- 
sia. 

Evidence continues to grow that In the be- 
BlnnlnK the Ukrainians greeted Hitler's troops 
Joyfully as liberators, nnd would have gone 
over to the German aide whole-souled If 
they had been accepted as Irlends. 

But Che brutalities of the nazts swiftly 
quenched this uprising of spirit and drove the 
Ukrainians back to the support of the Russian 
Communist regime u the lesser of two evils. 

The lesson In this event for us Is that we 
must not make the same error. We must not 
BMume that oil Russians ira bad because the 
Kremlin la had. 

The war permitted many Russians to escape 
permanently to the west. Almost without ex- 
ception they showed that they were like the 
Russians of former days, and that they had 
not been taken In by red propaganda. 

One Russian engineer refugee, writing of 
hlA experiences In a personal document, goes 
so far as to declare that the Kremlin knows 
Itl propaganda takes no real hold on the 
people. The question then arises. "Why do 
they pump It out?" He says the propaganda 
fllla what otherwise would he a vaat vacuum, 
that It keeps the people somewhat confused 
ana disconcerted and prevents the crystallis- 
ing of opposition Ideas which, If allowed to 
develop, mlfiht form the nucleur of real re- 
volt. 

A veteran U. 8. reporter who covered Mos- 
cow for many years declares that at 35 virtu- 
ally every ordinary Ru-sslan Is thoroughly dis- 
illusioned at the red regime. He says these 
citizens are either cynical, resigned or grip- 
ped by Intense Inner rebellion. 

It Is wrong for us to assume, furthermore, 
that the average Russian does not appreciate 
as well as we do that the communist dream 
ol a "workers' paradise" has not come tjue. 
Everything indicates that the BussLana realin 
better than viyone- tha:.Kap between reality 
and comnnuul 'jirofliues. . 'i - ! ' 

His real irasea ore probably lower than the 
Ruaalan worker •djoyed in lOaft, when the 
first communist five-year plan began, Bla 
housing Is much worse than in the 1920's. in- 
deed, it Is no exaggeration to describe ftus- 
ila'A towns and cities as one great slum. 
He's driven by his government, his employer 
and his union to work to the absolute limit of 
his energies. 

He's tied to hla Job like a slave (I6,[ 
poo are slaves in the most exact sense.) Yet 
he can be sent anywhere In the Soviet union, 
regardless of his wishes and his family's. If 
he falters under the crushing weight of this 
relentless pressure, Is It eased to give him 
respite? Certainly not. The Kremlin's reply 
to failure ta to apply more and more coercion. 

All of this the Russian citizen knows ns we 
can never know. He can't rebel because he 
lacks the Instruments of revolt. 

But If the time comes, he la likely to re- 
spond as vigorously aa did any oppressed man 
who ever threw off the tyrant's yoke. 




CHANGING THEIR TUNE 

Time, they say, changes all things. 

For instance. President Truman's antl- 
•trike formula, which the Qreen-Murray- 
%swia trio regard as antl-Iabor, has had a 
curloua effect on these leaders' thinking. 

In fact. It has almost made them look upon 
the Taft-Hartley act oa a magna charta in- 
atead of a "slave labor statute," if you can 
imagine that I 

Resort to the seizure process, a contempt 
action and a fine, which underlies the ad- 
ministration's current procedure, would work 
far more harm to the unions than the law 
which bears Senator Taft's name. 

Anyway, the Truman pattern worries the 
union spokesmen so much that there has 
hauiiv been a peep about repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley act this session. 

Now that the measure has been squeezed 
firy of whatever political profit It provided, 
although this stralegy did not succeed in 
Ohio last November against Mr. Talt, It is 
probable that organlied labor's spokesmen 
will forget It, 

The worklngmen never seemed to resent the 
law as much as did their professional and 
paid leaders In Washington. 

We doubt t( the leaders themselves were 
really sincere In their crltlclam. They used 
«« issue more as an instrument to achieve 
their ends. 

But In theae daj-s. womout bugles blowing
